Baird 
left a will bequeathing his es- 
tate to relatives.

it. We learned while there, also, that paid offi- 
cials of the unions are out among the men all 
the time, stirring them up to make trouble, and 
fleard one walking delegate say to another that 
“we must keep them moving.” This is a very 
big problem, and one that is liable to affect 
us all. We do not believe the men we have 
heard express an opinion know what they are 
talking about, but think their opinions are based 
wpon their desires. We believe the bulk of the 
raitway men of this country have too much com- 
mon sense to undertake any such fool bonehead 
as the coal Aniners of West Virginia have Just 
pulled off. ‘Of course, the miners are a small 
tbunch compared with the rail men, but on the 
other hand the rail men are a small bunch com- 
pared to the population of the United States. They 
are outnummbered by a hundred million And 
the hundred million people of this country who are 
not employed by railroads are not going to stand 
any such foolishness as civil war. Doubtlcss the 
rail workers have grievances which should be 
adjusted, but mob violence is not the way to adjust 
them. Every big strike that has been pulled off 
has failed, and if the rail men strike they will 
fail, also. When any such thing as civil war, is 
started, or anything akin to it, the United States 
army will have to be reckoned with. The rail men 
say the soldiers would not interfere with them, 
Owing to sympathy. This is a fallacy. The army 
will do what. it igs commended to do, whether it is 
Ahrown against coal. miners or. railroad ymen.

RIGMOND MAY BE ONE OF PLACES 
GHUSEN UNDER FREE PORT BILL 


Interest continues to grow in 
the proposed free zone project, 
which embraces the establish 
ment of zones’ on various Amer- 
ican ports where raw material 
be brought in duty free 
from foreign countries and the 
goods manufactured from it ship- 
ped out to foreign markets. 

San Francisco Bay would sure- 
ly be one of the locations chosen 
if the bill passes, and it is be- 
lieved that Richmond, because of 
the low price at which land is 
held here would have an advan- 
tage over other harbor commu- 
nities on the Bay. Two sites are 
at the front, having been put for- 
ward by the Richmond Industrial 
Commission, since it became af- 
filiated with the Free Port move- 
ment three years ago when Tariff 


forward for this country. One 
site is on the Inner Harbor and 
the other behind Point San Pablo 
at the northwestern edge of the 
city. 

The latter site has been looked 
upon with the most favor because 
of the larger area of land that 
could be obtained. Use of this 
Site would necessitate dredging 
of a deep water channel, in which 
it is believed the Standard Oil 
Company, in order to finish its 
project of a refinery harbor, 
might join with the backers of 
the Fre Port project.

At least two big manufacturing 
plants in this city might greatly 
benefit from a free zone here. 
Both the Standard Oil company 
and the Certain-teed Products 
Corporation now bring raw ma- 
terials from foreign countries, on 
whych they presumably pay 
duties, and ship out manufac- 
tured products. They would save 
| the import duties. 

Some may belizve that Wine- 
haven could bring in grapes from 
Mexico and other foreign coun- 
tries, make wine and ship it out, 
but. this would hardly be con- 
ceivable.
